NEW YOUTH PROBLEM FACED BY PARENTS 
The falling birth rate is apt to do a good many things 
to America before it get* through. 
One of its unexpected 
by-products may be the emergence of a vast 
race ot 
spoiled children. 
.... 
This quaint development ts suggested by I rot. w i l ­ 
liam F. Ogburn of the University of Chicago, 
in an a r­ 
ticle in the current issue of the magazine Better I imes. 
Professor Ogburn figures it on a straight supply and 
demand basis. 
The supply of children will d e c re a s e -~ n r, 
at any rate, will not increase at the old-time rate. 
1 he 
demand, in the sense of the love of parents for their chil­ 
dren, will remain just as high as it ever was, and will pei • 
haps even increase. 
The result will be that the child will be appreciated 
more. 
As Professor Ogburn remarks . 
“ It seems probable that the child will receive more 
attention. 
With some groups that will be good for the 
child, no doubt. 
In many cases this out-of-the-ordinary 
attention may make the child too self-centered.” 
You can carry it still farther. 
Every parent knows 
that one of the most powerful tools in the molding of a 
child’s ch a ra cte r is the bestowal of praise and blame for 
the child’s acts. 
W here children are prized more highly, 
comparatively, it is logical to expect that the schIph will 
be diminished, and the amounts of praise increased. 
But Professor Ogburn isn’t through yet. 
He points 
out th at when the proportion of children in the popuation 
is smaller, the average child will naturally associate with 
his elders more than is now the case. 
This will incerase his precocity, but he will not get 
those subtle, toughening influences which come from con­ 
stant association with youngsters of his own age. 
T om orrow ’* child, then, seems destined to approach 
manhood and womanhood under something of a handi­ 
cap. 
And this rath er gloomy forecast is just one more re­ 
minder that modern times seem constantly conspiring to 
place new responsibilities on the shoulders of parents. 
There was a time when the p a re n t’s hardest problem 
w as to find some way to feed, clothe, and educate a con­ 
stantly growing brood. 
Shrinkage in the family’s size is 
apparently going to replace that problem with a new’ one, 
equally difficult.

Jam es Manges buildings located at 
the corner of W ater street and Pe­ 
oria avenue. 
The razing has been 
supervised by Fred French, Polo, 
who bought the buildings on the 
200x150 foot property. 
As early as 1872, old residents re­

Relief for Schools 
the

W h ile more than 1,000 bills have 
oeen introduced, loss than 30 have 
oeon enacted into law by the pros- 
snt session of the General Assem ­ 
bly, the Illinois A g ricultural Asso­ 
ciation reports in its w eekly leg­ 
islative review 
Measures concerning unem ploy­ 
ment relief, leading issues 
before 
the Assembly, are being held up 
pending the passage of the Federal 
W ork 
Relief B ill in 
the former 
case, and the report of the State 
Education Commission in the la t­ 
ter case, the I 
A 
A asserts 
The 
House 
Committee which 
went to W ashington to interview 
federal relief authorities 
reported 
back that Illinois would be requir- 
td to raise the sum of $3,000,000 
per month 
for 
relief 
purposes. 
Num erous bills have been intro­ 
duced to provide th*sp fundr. but 
those 
most likely to 
be pushed 
were introduced by Sen. W illiam s 
and Rep. F. W . Lewis, both by re­ 
quest, which increases the gasoline 
tax from 3c to 4c to Ju ly 1, 1937, 
and the retailer's occupation 
or 
Jfciales tax from 2c to 3c for the 
^ i i i i e period. 
The measures also 
g reatly increase the 
number 
of 
trades and occupations subject to 
the tax of three per cent of gross 
receipts. 
W hether relief shall be 
handed 
out in the form of cash or work is 
another question. 
The Illinois A g ­ 
ricultural Association is one 
of 
several groups insisting that able- 
bodied persons on 
relief shall be 
required to work upon public pro­
